WARNING 

The Morgan County Health De¬ 
partment has had brought to its at 
tention today the case of a mother 
who is critically ill after having been 
attended three days ago by a so-call 
ed “mid-wife.” This woman was 
found to have a temperature of 104.6 
F. Her life is now in jeopardy through 
ignorance and carelessness. 

The state of Kentucky, through its 
legislature and through the power 
vested in the State Board of Health 
has laid down very definite laws 
regarding the practice of midwifery 
These rules were flagrantly violated 
in the present case. We wish to call 
attention particularly to the violation 
of Rule III, that the midwife "shall 
not insert her hand in the birth 
canal for any purpose . . . and Rule 
IV, which defines the conditions un 
der which a midwife is legally 
bound to refer the patient to the care 
of a LICENSED PHYSICIAN. Also, 
we wish to call attention to Rule X, 
which states “under no circumstances 
must the midwife neglect to drop 
into the eyes of the new-born baby 
the drops of silver nitrate which is 
required by law ...” 

Regarding the practice of midwif¬ 
ery, the State Board of Health of 
Kentucky has taken the following po 
sition: 

“In places where there are plenty 
of doctors, midwives are not needed. 
A doctor is trained to give care to 
women in childbirth. A midwife has 
no training. She knows nothing about 
how to take care of the woman if 
anything unusual happens; therefore 
it is best to have a doctor. A mid¬ 
wife should tell this to all women 
who send for her, and urge the care 
of a doctor.” 

The Morgan County Health De¬ 
partment wishes to call the attention 
of the people of this county to the 
•fact that a great many women die 
every year as a result of the compli¬ 
cations of motherhood, most of which 
are preventable. We realize that this 
is one of the counties where the 
services of a doctor are not always 
available. For this reason we are at¬ 
tempting to lessen the danger by 
giving free instructions regarding 
their duties to all midwives who will 
make themselves known to us. WE 
WISH PUBLICLY TO WARN THE 
PEOPLE OF THIS COUNTY OF 
THE DANGERS THAT LIE IN THE 
IGNORANT AND ILLEGAL PRAC¬ 
TICE OF MIDWIFERY BY WOMEN 
WHO MEAN WELL, BUT DO NOT 
KNOW THE RULES, AND DO NOT 
KNOW THEIR OWN LIMITATIONS. 

We urge that all intelligent women 
practicing midwifery shall come to

NEW TAXES 

Administration officials, particu¬ 
larly those in the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, are studying proposed tax leg¬ 
islation but it is extremely unlikely 
that any recommendations will be 
made before December or January.

Simply insist on buying not 
just salt, but iodized salt, which con¬ 
tains just enough of iodine salt to 
meet the body needs. If you mothers 
and dads that buy the groceries will 
just forget that there is any other 
kind of salt but “iodized salt” you 
won’t have any more of this sort of 
goiter developing among your child¬ 
ren.—Dr. Wallace Byrd, Director 
Morgan County Health Dept.

ATLANTIC SQUADRON 

Considerable speculation followed 
the formation of a temporary At¬ 
lantic squadron, which will consist 
of seven of our latest and best cruis¬ 
ers. All of them are 10,000-ton ves¬ 
sels, with more than 32-knot speed, 
carrying main batteries of fifteen 6- 
inch guns. The cruisers will be 
accompanied by seven destroyers, 
all new and modern in design. In 
addition to this squadron, the Navy 
has on the Atlantic Coast a training 
squadron of battleships, including 
the New York, Texas, Wyoming and 
Arkansas, and sixteen old destroyers. 
The Arkansas is over-age, the New 
York and Texas will be over-age in 
1940, and the Wyoming has been de¬ 
militarized. 


HORSE DISEASE 

A disease among horses commonly 
known as sleeping sickness, which 
has been moving eastward across the 
United States, is now prevalent in 
Illinois and Missouri, according to 
information which the Horse and 
Mule Association of America sent 
to the Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

The disease is thought to be 
spread principally by misquitoes, al¬ 
though flies and other biting insects 
also probably carry it. Twenty-five 
to 30 percent of the afflicted horses 
have died in States where the disease 
is prevalent. The chief control to 
•date consists of protect .ig horses 
from misouitoes and flies by koeping 
them in ihe barn and spraying the 
animals and their quarters. 

Symptoms of the disease are dull¬ 
ness, sluggishness and drowsiness, 
with the eyes tending to close. The 
animal also shows inability to control 
its legs, and stumbles about as though 
blind. It may try to sit down, carry¬ 
ing most of its weight on the hind 
legs.

Over at Relief School last week 
we found one out of four school 
children had a definite enlargement 
of the thyroid gland, which lies in 
the lower part of the neck in front, 
just below the “Adam’s Apple.” Such 
an enlargement is called a “goiter.” 

This particular kind of goiter, 
known as the simple, or smooth goit¬ 
er, does not cause people to be ner¬ 
vous, as do some of the other kinds. 
But it is unsightly, and isn’t, the way 
boys and girls are supposed to be. 
Sometimes a large goiter grows also 
downward, into the chest, and presses 
upon the windpipe, making breath¬ 
ing difficult. 

Why should there be so many goit¬ 
ers in this county, especially in the 
eastern part of it? You would never 
guess the answer (unless you knew!) 
Ask Miss Noble, the county health 
nurse how much goiter she used to 
see in Breathitt County. But around 
Lexington, I am told, goiters are 
rarely seen. 

Here is the reason: In certain val¬ 
leys here in the hill country there is 
practically no iodine in the soil— 
none in the water, none t in the vege- 


STICK HORSES 

A few days ago I was sitting in 
a parked car on a fashionable street 
waiting for a friend. While I was 
pondering on how rapidly things have 
changed within the last few decades, 
two small children came riding by 
on stick horses. I was rudely shaken 
from my dream of old times, for 
those youngsters showed me that 
things are not so different after all. 
Automobiles have become as common 
as farm wagons used to be, aero¬ 
planes pass over without causing us 
to look up from our work or play, 
but the discredited horse, berefit of 
the glory that was once his own, lin¬ 
gers on in play horses, a species of 
poetic justice that is rarely equaled. 

In old Fidelity neighborhood we 
had stick horses galore. Tobacco 
sticks make the best ones, for they 
are usually of hickory and can stand 
rough treatment. At one time the 
little girl who played with me de¬ 
cided that we should have a livery 
stable for our various horses. We 
took some limbs and converted a 
stump into a stable that any young¬ 
ster might have been proud of. Each 
horse in our stable had to be taken 
out and put through his paces; each 
one had a decided personality. Dainty 
broomstick horses had gaits that 
suited their fine polish and bright 
colors. Tobacco-stick horses could 
jump and gallop and run, like half- 
tamed animals. Sometimes we were 
attached to a mere crooked limb that 
became for us a steed of many gaits. 
I little childish imagination was all 
that was necessary to transform a 
few unsightly sticks into a stock 
farm with prize-winners. 

When we went to drive up the 
cows or to run other errends, we 
rode our horses. We ran races down 
the paths or dusty roads; our nags 
shied at imaginary goblins and often 
threw us rather violently in the dust 
or grass. Even big boys sometimes 
joined us and helped us break in 
especially wild horses. Probably the 
best part of it all was to get two big 
boys to stage a horse race. It took 
an enormous amount of urging by 
“giddaps” and switches to get the 
winner across the line. Sometimes 
the jockey was so used up that his 
tongue would be fairly hanging out 
of his mouth when the race was over. 
As is too true in actual races at¬ 
tended by grown-up children, we 
sometimes had an infringement of 
the rules and a fight or stiff quarrel 
as a result. 

Through the years we became 
quite attached to the sticks that we 
had endowed with life. We rode 
some of them so long that we ground 
otf several inches of them against 
the sand and gravel. For whole weeks 
and months these inanimate sticks 
had all the elements of romance, a 
romance that somehow does not en¬ 
tirely disappear with the. years.— 
Kentucky Folklore Series.

As we were getting 
near Mt. Sterling, we had a “blow 
out,” and no spare tire. We rode on 
to the garage, and while the driver 
was having a new tire put on the 
bus the larger girls and a few of 
the boys went to the 5 and 10 cent 
store. Some had their pictures taken. 
Finally the bus was fixed. We went 
on to Winchester and on through the 
blue grass; saw the Febbleminded 
Institution at Lexington. 

Everyone fixed a nice lunch to take 
with them. Since everybody had 
eaten breakfast so early they were 
ready to eat dinner when we got to 
the Half Way House between Lex¬ 
ington and Cincinnati. Every one 
spread their lunch and enjoyed it 
very much. After a little rest wd 
started on with the next stop at 
the Zoo in Cincinnati. When we 
reached the city the .children’s eyes 
were attracted by the tall Empire 
Building. They were seeing the real 
thing instead of looking at pictures. 

The majority of the children had 
never been farther than Pleasant 
Run, a few had been to West Lib¬ 
erty, so you can imagine what an 
experience it was for the children. 
Think of the many things some of 
the children saw on this trip that 
they had never seen before. 

The bus driver, Bernard Brown, 
took us through the main part of 
Cincinnati. Finally we got to the 
Zoo. Every one had a lot of fun 
watching the many different kinds 
of animals. We saw the lions, ele¬ 
phants, giraffes and several other 
animals eating. The children liked to 
watch the monkeys best of all. After 
every one saw all the animals they 
were ready to start home. 

We came back down the river 
road and saw Coney Island. We 
stopped at New Richmond and Ab- 
erdine, Ohio, in search of water- 
mellons, but were unable to find 
any at these two places. These stops 
gave us a chance to rest a few min¬ 
utes and get something to eat. As we 
came down the river and crossed 
the bridge at Maysville, we saw 
steam boats, motor boats, trains, and 
the water marks on some of the old 
buildings as a result of the flood last 
year. • 

By the time we got to Morehead 
every one was sleepy, but when the 
bus stopped at a garage to get some 
gas we saw eleven big watermellons. 
The crowd put in enough money to 
buy the mellons. There was one 
mellon to be divided between each 
four and five people. While we were 
all enjoying our mellons who should 
we see but Mrs. Ova Haney and 
Mrs. Frank Laughlin driving around 
the corner. They stopped and ate a 
piece of mellon with us. Every one 
had all they could eat and then some. 

It was late when we got home and 
were all tired. I think the entire 
group felt their trip had been worth¬ 
while. The children were anxious 
to discuss all the interesting things 
they saw and tell the children that 
didn't get to go about the nice trip 
they had, Monday morning at school. 
I feel sure the children learned more 
on this trip than they would have a 
week of studying at school. I hope 
we will be able to make another 
trip before school is out.
